Bombings Intended to keep Irag awake

WASHINGTON — If you can’t kill 
them, you can keep them awake with 
bombs, hour after hour, night after 
night, making sleep deprivation a 
weapon. An army may travel on its 
stomach, but it’s got to have its sleep, 
too. 

Allied forces in the Persian Gulf 
War are showering the Republican 
Guard, Iraq’s best troops, with 
bombs almost continually, day and 
night. 

Officials said Wednesday the aim is 
not only to kill but to discomfort and 
demoralize. The loss of sleep is an 


important part of this. 

“The attacks on the Republican 
Guard ... are designed basically to 
lower his morale and to ensure that 
when he eventually is forced out of his 
well dug-in positions ... that he’s in 
the least possible condition, rather 
than the best, to take on the fight,” 
said British Group Capt. Niall Irving. 
“That’s what we’re doing by this con- 
tinual bombardment.” 

The purpose of the bombing, said 
Irving, is not just death for the Iraqi 
troops. Rather, it’s “like keeping 
them awake all night, night after 
night. ... It’s morale. It’s keeping him 
awake.”

MOSCOW — Mikhail 8. Gor- 
bachev made a surprise television 
appearance Wednesday night to 
express his determination to hold 
the country together and urge full 
participation in the Kremlin’s ref- 
erendum on the union. 

“All my convictions are based on 
preservation of the union,” the So- 
viet president said, sitting at a 
desk to deliver a 15-minute address 
at the beginning of the evening 
newscast. 

“The Soviet Union is a super- 
power,” he said. “Huge efforts 
were made to make it so powerful, 
and we could lose it very quickly.” 

It was Gorbachev's clearest 
declaration to date that he will not 
let any of the 15 republics secede. 
While acknowledging that areas 
were brought into the union by 
force, he said the fate of all now 
depends on remaining in a common 
economic system. 

“Everybody should understand 


our state,” he said. “The U.S.S.R. 
Supreme Soviet (legislature) 
should make sure every citizen ex- 
presses his opinion.”

Gorbachev said the March 17 ref- 
erendum “is the first in the country 
and itself is a great accomplish- 
ment. Everybody should take 
part.” 

At least five republics — Lithua- 
nia, Estonia, Latvia, Georgia and 
Armenia — have scoffed at the ref- 
erendum and reject Soviet law in 
their territory. 

Lithuania, Estonia and Georgia 
have scheduled alternative votes, 
of which Gorbachev said: “It’s com- 
pletely clear that such attempts are 
legally invalid.” He did not say 
whether authorities would try to 
block the votes. 

All 15 Soviet republics have pro- 
claimed greater control of their 
own affairs and many have de- 
manded recognition by the Krem- 
lin before they sign Gorbachev’s 
proposed Union Treaty. 

In apparent response to those 
concerns, Gorbachev said: “The 
main thing in the concept of the 
renewal of the union is, above all, 
sovereignty of the republics, 
(which are) subjects of a federation 
that ensures the right of each eth- 
nic group to self-determination and 
self-government.”

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State James A. Baker III warned 
Wednesday of “many casualties, 
great hardships” ahead in the war 
against Iraq as the Bush administra- 
tion said ground warfare was almost a 
certainty. 

President Bush instantly rejected a 
cease-fire call from Jordan’s King 
Hussein — included by the king in a 
highly critical speech describing al- 
lied attacks in the Persian Gulf as “a

Referring to Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein, he said, “There will be 
nothing of that nature until this man 
commences. a credible, unilateral 
withdrawal and then we’ll see what 
happens.” 

Speaking to the Economic Club of 
New York, Bush issued his warning 
of a difficult path to peace and added, 
“T think that some of the criticized 
high-tech weapons are paying off. I 
am annoyed at the propoganda com- 
ing out of Baghdad about targeting 
civilians. This has been fantastically 
accurate, and that is because a lot of 
money went into high-technology 
weaponry.”

Michel, R-Ill., said, after a briefing 
for lawmakers by Defense Secretary 
Dick Cheney and Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Chairman Colin Powell, that mem- 
bers of Congress “feel good that there 
seems to be no rush” to a ground war. 

At the private briefing, Cheney 
and Powell showed lawmakers satel- 
lite photos of damage to Iraqi build- 
ings and military installations.

War strains gulf states’ social structure 


MANAMA, Bahrain — The Gulf War is straining the social fabric of the 
Arabian Peninsula, woven over centuries by Bedouin tribes who created 
desert kingdoms in this ancient, oil-rich land. 

After the weapons of war are put away, analysts say new battlefields will 
likely surface —in mosques, universities, the halls of government and possibly 
the streets. 

The cost of waging war against Iraq has already cut deeply into oil profits 
and threatens rising unemployment. 

Money woes may force Saudi Arabia to borrow on the international money 
market for the first time since the 1950s. 

What remains to be seen is whether the struggles already under way will 
lead to change in traditional autocratic governments. 

“The walls of the kingdoms have been breached,” said Shahram Chubin, a 
Middle East expert at the Graduate Institute for International Affairs in 
Geneva. “I don’t think you can keep people in the dark after this type of 
blinding event opens their eyes.” 

No one expects the gulf states to suddenly embrace democracy. But a 
loosening of Islamic tradition is foreseen. 

“The secret is bringing more people inside the tent,” Chubin said. “If they 
don’t, these governments will have problems.” Already, tensions have sur- 
faced in the region that covers 60 percent of the world’s total oil reserves. 


Comedian Danny Thomas dies at age 79 


LOS ANGELES — Comedian Danny Thomas, the son of an illiterate 
immigrant who became television’s most recognized daddy and one of its most 
prolific producers, died Wednesday after a heart attack. He was 79. 

The star of the long-running comedy series “Make Room for Daddy” died at 
Cedars-Sinai Medical Center about 30 minutes after he was taken there from 
his Beverly Hills home. 

“He died peacefully,” said Norman Brokaw, Thomas’ longtime agent and 
newly named chairman and chief executive officer of the William Morris 
Agency. 

“It’s hard to believe,” Brokaw said. “He really wasn’t sick.” 

Funeral services were pending. 

Thomas made his last TV appearance Saturday night, playing an aging 
doctor on “Empty Nest,” the successful comedy series co-produced by his son, 
Tony Thomas. 

Thomas is also survived by his wife, Rose Marie, and daughter, Theresa. 


Consultants cash-in on fired employees 


WASHINGTON — A sputtering economy means business is booming for 
“outplacement” consultants who teach managers how to fire people and then 
counsel the very workers that are let go. In short, they say: you'd better not 
pout, you'd better not ery. 

These consultants generally have a two-front campaign — first, they help 
managers prep for the sometimes ugly face-off with an outgoing employee and 
then try to inspire the fired worker to focus quickly on finding a new job. 

“You would be sitting there, stunned, maybe crying. An outplacement 
consultant’s job is to turn your obvious negative reaction and energy into a 
positive action — looking for a new job,” said Debra Benton, who owns a 
management consulting firm in Fort Collins, Colo. 

The sooner the person is re-employed, “the sooner any friction or tensions 
ease, and then they’re not out badmouthing the company,” said Bob Shea, 
president of LeHane Consultants Inc. of Leesburg, Va., where business has 
gone up 25 percent in recent months as economic conditions have slipped.

Corporal punishment debated in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY — A bill to outlaw corporal punishment in Utah’s 
schools met resistance in the House Wednesday, with opponents arguing 
government shouldn’t interfere in a choice belonging to parents. 

Lawmakers adjourned before voting on the measure, but not before strip- 
ping it of a provision applying it to private and religious schools, where parents 
might send unruly children for discipline. 

The Utah Senate, meantime, passed a bill 16-12 to give themselves a $35 a 
day pay raise, the first legislative salary increase since 1983. The bill now goes 
to the House for its consideration. 

The school punishment bill had passed the Senate with the blessings of the 
state Board of Education, the Parent-Teacher’s Association, the Governor’s

Bureaucracy frustrating fusion scientists 


SALT LAKE CITY — Cold fusion researcher B. Stanley Pons says his and 
colleague Martin Fleischmann’s work is being hampered by bureaucratic 
demands that have reduced the pair to “circus performers.” 

Pons, who is conducting cold fusion experiments with Fleischmann at a 
laboratory in France, said the National Cold Fusion Institute in Salt Lake City 


is slowing their work and compounding it by bombarding the duo with de- - 


mands for data. 

Fritz Will, director of the institute founded to generate usable energy from 
the pair’s test-tube experiments, said the scientists no longer report through 
the institute but to University of Utah officials. 

Pons, a chemistry professor at the university, and Fleischmann of Eng- 
land’s University of Southhampton, astounded the scientific world with their 
announcement in March 1989 that they had achieved nuclear fusion in a 
table-top apparatus in a U of U lab. The hoopla deteriorated into criticism 
when other institutions were unable to fully replicate their results.

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Grieving students 
offered counseling

The chance of facing the death of a 
loved one is becoming very real for 
many BYU students as the ground 
war in the Persian Gulf heats up. 

One problem students might face is 
how to handle school work if a mem- 
ber of his immediate family dies. Stu- 
dents facing such a tragedy are en- 
couraged to get help before making 
important decisions about their edu- 
cation. 

BYU Director of Public Communi- 
cations Paul Richards said, “Some- 
times when a student has a death in 
the family in the middle of the 
semester, the first thing he thinks he 
has to do is drop out of school. But 
that isn’t the only option.” 

Richards said by seeking help stu- 
dents can “be aware of all of their 
options” and make wise decisions 
about school. 

“Talk to your bishop. Talk to a 
counselor. Sometimes even talking to 
your roommate can help a lot,” 
Richards said. 

Assistant to the Deans of the De- 
partment of Student Life Jean Taylor 
said the Student Life Counseling and 
Development Center offers personal 
as well as academic counseling for stu- 
dents who face such problems. 

Taylor said the department could 
also inform instructors if the student 


was required to leave town on short 
notice. 

Richards said plans are often 
worked out with students facing 
emergencies. 

“As employees here at BYU, it is 
understood if we take a few days off 
when a loved one dies. It would be 
only fair to allow the student to do the 
same,” Richards said. 

Richards said arrangements can be 
made to make up missed work and 
even take tests at later dates. 

Richards said many students who 
lose loved ones decide to stay in school 
and “keep themselves occupied.” But 
for some students, it is best to return 
home and help the family. 

Alice Harrison, discontinuance 
specialist at the Counseling and De- 
velopment Center, said students who 
officially withdraw from the univer- 
sity will receive full tuition refunds. 

Harrison said students who with- 
draw from BYU during fall or winter 
semesters normally have to reapply 
for admission if they wish to return. 

“If someone has a legitimate emer- 
gency, something beyond their con- 
trol, we can work with them. Our job 
is to keep students in the university, 
not to force them out,” Harrison said. 

Harrison said students called to ac- 
tive duty in the military will not have 
to reapply for admission and will 
“have a place saved for them” when 
they return. 


Substandard medical care. 
complicates patients’ ills

NEW YORK — Nearly one in 25 
hospital patients suffers injuries at 
the hands of a doctor, and more than a 
quarter of those injuries are due to 
substandard care, says a study pub- 
lished today. 

While some of the mishaps are un- 
avoidable, more than half could be 
prevented with better medical care, 
the study’s authors say. 

“There is a lot of substandard care 
in hospitals in the United States,” 
said Dr. Troyen A. Brennan of the 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital in 
Boston, one of the principal authors of 


the Harvard Medical Practice Study. 

The study that was reported in the 
New England Journal of Medicine in- 
volved the examination of records of 
30,121 randomly selected patients at 
hospitals in New York state, Brennan 
said. 

It is the largest study ever done of 
doctors’ mishaps, and it provides the 
best estimate so far. of how common 
such mishaps are, he said. 

The problems include such things 
as drug complications and wound in- 
fections, Brennan said. 

About half of the problems oc- 
curred in patients undergoing 
surgery, he said.

Winter graduates 
deserve to walk 


With college graduation such a momentous occasion in a person’s 
life, it’s tragic that some BYU graduates have to postpone their 
celebration because graduation ceremonies are only held in April and 


August: Not in December. 


Students graduating in December are invited to return and partici- 
pate in the April ceremony. However, the majority of students do not 


= live in Provo, and many move

away to begin their new ca- 
reers. Asking for time off af- 
ter only four months on the 
job doesn’t always sit right 
with employers. Others begin 
their families and life moves 


along at a new pace, burying 


the excitement of graduation day. 


The administration’s explanations for the absence of a ceremony 
seem weak and out-of-date. Dennis Black, assistant director of Aca- 
demic Advisement, said a ceremony is not held in the winter because 
graduation is a time for people to come onto campus, and during 
December there is a greater desire to leave campus. Also, parents 
have never expressed any desire to attend a December ceremony 
because of the temperamental weather conditions and proximity to 


Christmas. 


After every semester, students relish the anticipation of getting 
away from campus and all the past semester’s anxieties. Yet the 
graduates linger in April and August. They stay because they want to 
celebrate their graduation and enjoy the limelight of commencement. 
The December graduates have those same feelings and are not over- 
come with a desire to leave without a commencement ceremony. 

The administration feels adding another event in the winter 
weather would increase the chances for accidents. However, Christ- 
mas is a time for the family to gather and enjoy the achievements of the 
past year. If the family is already gathered, wouldn’t that prove a 


perfect time to have a ceremony? 


Jeff Turner, chair of the Commencement Committee, said in the last 
18 years there has never been a winter graduation ceremony. The 
number of students graduating is small, while the cost of a ceremony is 


high. 


It would also be necessary for graduating students to remain on 
campus for two extra days, when the university calendar already 
keeps students until it is very close to Christmas, he noted. 

BYU already begins before many other colleges, frequently in the 
last weeleof August. Students are accustomed to the early start. The 
semester calendar could begin two days earlier, allowing time for a 


December graduation ceremony. 


If 18 years have passed without a ceremony, how can the adminis- 
tration be sure parents would not have a desire to attend the cere- 
mony? An investigation could be conducted to find out what the 
feelings of students and parents really are concerning a December 
graduation ceremony. The positive response might be surprisingly 


large. 


At such an important moment, all students deserve a chance to taste 
victory while it is fresh in their senses.

Work out healthy contract 


In the past two years, the Ombuds- 
man’s Office has handled a large num- 
ber of student complaints regarding 


spas, gyms and health centers. Many 
of these matters could have been 
avoided if the students involved 
would have recognized a few simple, 
legal realities. 

1. Spa'and health center contracts 
are legally binding. If you sign a con- 
tract, make sure you read it, under- 
stand it and are willing to. live up to 
your part of the agreement. Also, you 
should recognize that a written con- 
tract takes precedence over any oral 
agreement. While the fitness centers 
we've dealt with in the area seem to 
be honest and scrupulous, many of 
their contracts actually contain a 
clause limiting the agreement to the 
written document. In other words, 
unless you get it in writing, promises 
made by a fitness center representa- 
tive are not part of the legal agree- 
ment. 

2. Spa and health center contracts 
are lasting. Make sure if you sign up 
for two years, you will be able to use 
the spa for two years. If you are going 
home for the summer, or leaving on a 
mission, or moving to Hawaii with 
your new husband or planning on hav- 
ing a.baby, you may lose the benefits 
you are paying for. 

See what provisions the spa is will- 
ing to make to assure that you will be 
able to use its facilities for the full 
time of the contract. Some spas will 
defer the remaining time of your con- 
tract until you can use the facilities 
again or will make an agreement with 
a spa in the area where you will be 
living. Make sure this is what you 
really want. 

3. You have to keep paying, even 
if you stop going. A fitness club 
membership entitles you to use the 
facilities, but if you don’t go, your 
monthly payments are still due. Nor- 
mally, a health club membership only 


allows cancellation if the member 
moves more than 50 miles from a spa 
that will honor the membership, dies 
or is permanently or temporarily dis- 
abled. 

4. You may be tied to a credit 
agency. The reason many health spas 
are willing to let you buy a two-year 
membership for little or no money 
down and low monthly payments is 
because you are taking out a loan with 
a collection agency. The agency loans 
the club enough money to pay for your 
membership, then requires you to pay 
the money back with interest. 

There is nothing wrong with this, 
but realize you are probably paying 
for your membership, plus the inter- 
est on the loan. And, should you get 
behind on your payment, you end up 
dealing with the credit agency, not 
the friendly attendants at the spa. 
Credit agencies can play hard ball; it’s 
usually written right into the contract 
that you are responsible to pay any 
attorney’s fees and court costs if the 
credit agencies decides to litigate to 
collect on unpaid monthly loan install- 
ments. 

5. Canceling a membership is a 
process. Each fitness center has its 
own policies for cancellation. There is 
usually a fee involved and certain 
criteria that must be met. Should you 
decide to cancel your membership, 
make certain you follow their policies 
specifically, keep copies of all docu- 
ments and correspondence and get 
some type of receipt acknowledging 
the cancellation. Otherwise, the 
monthly bills keep coming. 

Health spas and fitness centers can 
provide training, facilities and enjoy- 
ment many students cannot get else- 
where. However, make certain it is 
what you want to do before you sign 
the dotted line. Fitness centers want 
customers who want to use the facili- 
ties and who are willing to make their 
payments on time. Make sure that is 
what you want too, before you join.

Training for the search and rescue 
team is constant and thorough.

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‘County adopts war resolution |

The Utah County Commission in- 
troduced a resolution Wednesday in 
support of actions taken by the 
United States in the Persian Gulf. 
The resolution also encourages 
Utah County residents to fly the 
American flag on President’s Day, 
Feb. 18. 

The resolution asks county resi- 
dents to fly the flag and “thereby 
express their support for the actions 
of the United Nations and the 
United States and the allied nations 
and for the contributions and sacri- 
fices of the men and women in the 
armed forces of the United States 
who are serving in the Persian Gulf 
region.” 

The resolution, which will be 


signed Monday at the county commis- 
sion meeting, also expresses the com- 
mission’s support and appreciation 
for men and women in the armed 
forces. 

The resolution states: “The Utah 
County Commission hereby ex- 
presses its support and appreciation 
for the men and women in the armed 
forces of the United States who are 
sacrificing their time and risking their 
lives in support of the policies of the 
United Nations and the United States 
and its allied nations.” 

Commissioner Gary Herbert said, 
“T think we as citizens need to unite in 
support of our president and show our 
support for the troops.” 

Herbert said troops in the Persian 
Gulf need the support of the nation in 
this time of conflict. Herbert said he is 
fully in favor of the resolution.

Archer said in a paper written for 
the November/December 1990 issue 
of Archive of Environmental Health 
that a unique situation found in two 
Utah counties has made it possible to 
estimate the fraction of respiratory 
cancer and non-malignant deaths 
caused by air pollution in Utah 
County. 

His research begins by showing the 
similarities between Cache and Utah 
counties before the construction of a 
steel mill during World War II. 

Archer said his research suggests 
community air pollution is responsi- 
ble for a particular fraction of deaths 
from specific respiratory diseases.
